Virginia Beach, Va. 

President Barack Obama pledged to 
create many more jobs and “make 
the middle class secure again” in 
a campaign-closing appeal Thurs- 
day — more than five weeks before 
Election Day — to voters already 
casting ballots in large numbers. 

Republican Mitt Romney, focus- 
ing on threats beyond American 
shores, accused the commander in 
chief of backing dangerous cuts in 
defense spending. 

“The idea of cutting our mili- 
tary is unthinkable and devastat- 
ing. And when I become president, 
we will not,” declared the challeng- 
er, struggling to reverse a slide in 
opinion polls. 

Romney and Obama campaigned 
a few hundred miles apart in Vir- 
ginia — the Republican speaking 
to veterans in Springfield and the 
president rallying voters in Virginia 
Beach — 40 days before their long 
race ends. They’ll be in much closer

U.S. Drone-Use Feared 


Poll: Third of public 
view aircraft as a 
violation of privacy 

Washington 

More than a third of Americans 
worry their privacy will suffer if 
drones like those used to spy on 
U.S. enemies overseas become the 
latest police tool for tracking sus- 
pected criminals at home, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press-Nation- 
al Constitution Center poll. 

Congress has directed the Feder- 
al Aviation Administration to come 
up with safety regulations that will 
clear the way for routine domestic 
use of unmanned aircraft within 
the next three years. The govern- 
ment is under pressure from a wide 
range of interests to open U.S. skies 
to drones. Oil companies want them 
to monitor pipelines. Environmen- 
talists want them to count sea lions 


Cashing In 

Government and commercial 
drone-related expenditures are 

forecast to total $89 billion world- 
wide over the next decade. On the 
leading edge of that new market 
are state and local police depart- 
ments, who say that in many cases, 
drones are cheaper, more practical 
and more effective than manned air- 
craft. Most of them would be small 
drones, generally weighing less than 
55 pounds. They could be used, for 
example, to search for missing chil- 
dren or to scout a location ahead of a 
SWAT team, (ap) 


on remote islands. Farmers want 
them to fly over crops with sensors 
that can detect which fields need 
watering. They’re already being 
used to help fight forest fires. And 
the list goes on. 

Privacy advocates caution that 


drones equipped with powerful 
cameras, including the latest infra- 
red cameras that can “see” through 
walls, listening devices and other 
information-gathering technology 
raise the specter of a surveillance 
society in which the activities of 
ordinary citizens are monitored. 

Nearly half the public, 44 per- 
cent, supports allowing police forc- 
es inside the U.S. to use drones to 
assist police work, but a signifi- 
cant minority — 36 percent — say 
they “strongly oppose” or “some- 
what oppose” police use of drones, 
according to a survey last month. 

When asked whether they were 
concerned that police departments’ 
use of drones might cause them to 
lose privacy, 35 percent of respon- 
dents said they were “extremely 
concerned” or “very concerned.” 

The poll was conducted Aug. 
16-20. The margin of sampling 
error was plus or minus 3.9 per- 
centage points.

Curiosity was once covered with 
fast-moving and possibly waist- 
high water that could have possi- 
bly supported life, NASA scientists 
announced Thursday. 

While planetary scientists have 
often speculated that Mars was 
once wet. Curiosity cameras pro- 
vided the first proof that flowing 
water was present on a least one 
part of Mars for “a long time.” 

Scientists determined that flow- 
ing water was once present near the 
Gale Crater landing site based on 
the telltale size, shape and scatter- 
ing of pebbles and gravel nearby.

Netanyahu: Iran a Global Threat 


Israeli PM urges U.N. 
to prevent progress 
on nuclear program 


United Nations 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu on Thursday cast the 
possibility of Iran’s possession 
of a nuclear weapon as a threat 
not only to Israel but to the entire 
world. Failure to establish “red 
lines” for Tehran could lead to 
war, he said. 

Addressing the U.N. General 
Assembly on Thursday, Netanya- 
hu urged that unless stopped by the 
international community, Iran could 
have enough enriched uranium for 
a nuclear weapon by next summer. 
He did not threaten to attack Iran, 
and he said that the United States 
and Israel are pursuing a united 
effort to stop the Islamic Republic 
from developing a weapon. 

Netanyahu said Iran nears com- 
pletion of the second stage, the fur- 
ther enrichment of the uranium to 
weapons grade. Iran could reach 
completion of the third stage, pre-

Syrian Authorities Text Rebels: ‘Game Over’

Ominous message 
part of psychological 
battle in civil war 

Beirut 

Cellphones in Syria rang, buzzed 
and chirped Thursday with an 
ominous text message from the 
military to members of the armed 
rebellion: “Game over.” 

The message urged the rebels 
to surrender their weapons and 
said the countdown to evict for- 
eign fighters has begun. The texts 
appear to be part of the regime’s 
ongoing psychological battle 
against the rebels: Last month, the 
Syrian army dropped leaflets warn- 


ing rebels in Damascus to hand 
over their arms and seek amnes- 
ty. The texts came a day after reb- 
els and government forces clashed 


at a military command center in 
Damascus, leaving at least 305 
people dead. 

The rebels provided their own 


response, saying they had launched 
new attacks to drive government 
troops out of Aleppo, Syria’s largest 
city with 3 million people. 

“I will never hand over my 
weapon because the game is not 
over yet,” said Ali, a 28-year-old 
member of the rebels’ Free Syrian 
Army. “It won’t be over until [Pres- 
ident Bashar] Assad’s death.” 

Syria’s civil war has claimed 
more than 30,000 lives and looks 
likely to continue for many more 
months. In Geneva on Thursday, 
the United Nations’ refugee agen- 
cy said 2,000 to 3,000 refugees flee 
the country daily. The agency and 
its partners will launch an appeal 
for almost $490 million to aid Syr- 
ian refugees, zeina karam (ap)

Metro’s Next Generation 


Transit system seeks 
input to help shape 
the coming 30 years 

Washington 

The Washington area’s popula- 
tion is steadily rising, and offi- 
cials at Metro, looking 30 years 
down the road, are trying to deter- 
mine how the transit system will 
grow with it. 

Metro launched a campaign 
Thursday aimed at eliciting answers 
to some big questions: How should 
the agency increase capacity to 
reduce crowding? Which additional 
types of transit are needed? What 
is the best way to ensure the agen- 
cy’s fiscal stability? 

Citing data from the Metropol- 
itan Washington Council of Gov- 
ernments, Metro says it expects 
the region’s population to grow 30 
percent by 2040 and the number of 
jobs to increase 40 percent. 


In launching the campaign 
dubbed “Momentum: The Next 
Generation of Metro,” Metro gen- 
eral manager Richard Sarles and 
his team are asking riders not just 
to raise concerns about the exist- 
ing system but to imagine a future 
system of more lines, stations and 
pedestrian connections that could 
serve a much larger region. 


Where to Grow 

Shyam Kannan, Metro’s new 
managing director of planning, 
said he hopes the feedback will 
help the agency map where and 
how to grow. That could include 
new rail lines, bus rapid transit 
or connections to other systems, 
such as the proposed streetcar 
systems in the District and along 
Columbia Pike, (twp ) 


The agency recentiy named new 
heads of planning and real estate, 
roles that drive Metro’s decision- 
making about where to invest and 
expand. 


Meanwhile, Metro seeks to 
address immediate concerns, includ- 
ing safety, chronic escalator outages 
and train malfunctions, such as the 
computer glitch that caused a sys- 
tem shutdown twice over one week- 
end in July. Metro has raised fares 
three times in fives years, with the 
basic rush-hour fare rising to $2.10, 
up from $1.35 in 2007. 

“While we are rebuilding the 
system, we need to address crowd- 
ed buses, trains and stations and 
develop plans to grow the system 
to meet ridership demand,” Cath- 
erine M. Hudgins, chairwoman of 
the Metro board, said in a state- 
ment. “The quality of life for our 
residents and our regional econom- 
ic well-being depend on a robust 
Metro system.” 

Thirty-six years after opening, 
Metro’s rail system has 86 stations 
and 106 miles of tracks. The last 
rail station, NoMa-Gallaudet U, 
opened in 2004.

Luxury car service 
says commission has 
no reason for scrutiny

The folks at Uber, the regulato- 
rily beleaguered luxury car dis- 
patch service, are wondering why 
they’ve been subject to so much 
interference from the D.C. Taxi- 
cab Commission when that body 
never fielded a formal complaint 
about Uber during its first seven 
months in service.

Redskins and RGIII 
eye adjustments to 
keep the QB upright 

The Redskins 

Through the first three weeks of his 
NFL career, Robert Griffin III has 
lived up to the lofty expectations 
placed on him as the No. 2 pick in 
the draft. He’s led the Redskins to 
a stunning win in New Orleans, 
inadvertently started a meme, dis- 
played poise and leadership in the 
face of defeat, and made numer- 
ous plays in the offense with his 


arm and legs. 

It’s that last part, however, that 
has everyone wringing their hands 
a bit as Washington heads into Sun- 
day’s game at Tampa Bay. RGIII has 
been sacked nine times — includ- 
ing six in last week’s loss against 
Cincinnati — and has absorbed 
some bone-rattling hits partially 
because of his deft nature in run- 
ning the option. 

It seems clear that if Griffin 
wants to stay upright, he and the 
Redskins have to make an adjust- 
ment in their offensive strate- 
gy — less sleight of hand, more 
handoffs.

Fans and players 
rejoice deal to get rid 
of the replacements

The NFL’s regular officiating crews 
are back, and commissioner Roger 
Goodell has apologized to the fans 
who fretted about the replacements 
the past three weeks. 

After two days of marathon 
negotiations — and mounting 
frustration across the league — 
the NFL and the officials’ union 
announced at midnight Thursday 
that a tentative eight-year agree- 
ment had been reached to end a 
lockout that began in June. The 
regular refs’ return couldn’t have 
come soon enough for many play- 
ers, coaches and fans. 


“Obviously when you go 
through something like this, it’s 
painful for everybody,” Goodell 
said on a conference call about 12 
hours after the deal was struck. 
“Most importantly, it’s painful for 
fans. We’re sorry to have to put 
fans through that. Sometimes you 
have to go through something like 
that in the short term for the right 
agreement for the long term.” 


The agreement hinged on work- 
ing out pension and retirement ben- 
efits for the officials, who are part- 
time employees of the league. The 
tentative pact calls for their sala- 
ries to increase from an average of 
$149,000 a year in 2011 to $173,000 
in 2013, rising to $205,000 by 2019. 
The deal must be ratified during a 
vote this weekend in Dallas. 

The news follows Seattle’s cha- 


otic last-second win over Green 
Bay on Monday night in which the 
replacement officials struggled. 
Goodell, who was at the bargain- 
ing table Tuesday and Wednesday, 
said regular officials would work 
the Browns-Ravens game at Bal- 
timore on Thursday night. 

“Never thought I would be excit- 
ed for the refs to come back to work 
but it’s about time it was definite- 
ly necessary!” Browns star Josh 
Cribbs tweeted Thursday. 

For the Packers, Redskins, Lions 
and other teams that voiced their 
displeasure with calls that might 
have swayed games, the agreement 
doesn’t change their records.

Veteran finds a new 
way to spark Nats — 
egging on Philly fans 

The Nationals 

Jayson Werth knew it looked bad, 
but he had his reasons. 

As a foul ball rolled his way 
in the on-deck circle in the ninth 
inning of a one-run game in Phil- 
adelphia on Wednesday, he picked 
it up and began to toss the ball into 
the stands before thinking better of 
it. He stopped and instead flipped 
it into the Nationals’ dugout. 

The boos cascaded down on him 
from fans at Citizens Bank Park. 

“I was going to flip the ball,” 
Werth said. “There was a group 
of kids. Behind the kids there were 
these unruly middle-aged men that 
to me appeared to be snarling. It’s 
the ninth. Who knows. I kind of 
got the sense that maybe they were 
intoxicated. I was going to flip it 
to the kids, and then I thought, 
maybe I shouldn’t, because of the 
people right behind the innocent 
little children there.” 

And so it was that Werth 
became the conquering villain in 
Philadelphia, driving in crucial 
insurance runs to silence a chorus 
of boos. As he rounded first with 
his big hit, he slapped his hands 
together, clearly proud of his work. 
Washington had quashed a Phil- 
lies rally and lowered its magic 
number to four entering Thurs- 
day night’s game. (The Nation- 
als play the St. Louis Cardinals 
this weekend.) 

“They don’t know what they’re 
missing,” Nationals rookie Bryce 
Harper said of the Phillies fans 
booing Werth. 

Of course, Phillies fans know 
Werth all too well. He spent four 


seasons there before joining the 
Nationals as a free agent in 2011. 
Plenty among the Philly faithful 
took pleasure as Werth suffered 
through a miserable first year in 
Washington, hitting just .232 for 
a last-place team while the Phillies 
won their fifth- straight National 
League East championship. 

The razzing reached a new low 
in May when Werth broke his left 
wrist attempting a sliding catch 
during a game against the Phillies 
in Washington. From the right field 
bleachers, some invading Phillies 
fans let him have it. 

“After walking off the field feel- 
ing nauseous knowing my wrist 
was broke and hearing Philly fans 
yelling, ‘You deserve it’ and ‘That’s 
what you get,’ I am motivated to get 
back quickly and see to it person- 
ally those people never walk down 
Broad Street in celebration again,” 
Werth wrote in an email to The 
Washington Post at the time. 

The injury sidelined Werth

for months. Since his return in 
August, he has been a catalyst 
from the leadoff spot and the club- 
house leader the organization envi- 


sioned he would be when it signed 
him to a seven-year, $126 million 
contract.

Early season struggles left 
the Phillies out of serious conten- 
tion all season, and they stand on 
the verge of being mathematical- 
ly eliminated from the last wild- 
card spot.

Moving 

When packing for their recent move, 
Cecily Cutshall and her husband, 
Jason, found they had slightly different 
strategies. 

“I like to label everything and label 
very specifically what’s inside the 
boxes,” says Cutshall, 29. She’s labeled 
one box “kitchen breakables,” with 
bullet points detailing its contents: 
Glass Pyrex dishes, wine glasses from 
her wedding and a blue teapot. “Jason 
would tend to label the box ‘kitchen’ 
and that’s it,” she says.

Do Some Prep Work 

Before you even start packing, get rid of 
anything that doesn’t need to make the 
move with you. “The earlier you start 
the process of paring things down the 
better,” says Carly Poppalardo, owner 
of Real Organized VA (703-405-4082, 
Realorganizedva.com), an Arlington- 
based organizing firm. “It can save you 
time and money because you’ll have 
less to move.” 

Speaking of time, have a realistic 
view of how long it will take you to 
pack up. “It takes more time than you 
think,” says Nicole Anzia, owner of 
D.C.-based professional organizing 
company Neatnik (202-320-4204, 
Neatnik.org). “Give yourself enough 
time to pack in an organized way so 
that you’re not doing it all the day before 
you’re moving.”

Gather Your Supplies 

You can buy variously sized boxes 
at the Container Store, Home Depot 
and U-Haul. Or save some money by 
finding them in the “free” section of 
Craigslist.org or at your local grocery 
and liquor stores (call ahead to find out 
when shipments arrive). 

Don’t underestimate the supplies 
you’ll need to pack and protect your 
stuff. “If you think you’ll need eight 
rolls of tape, have 16,” says Scott Roewer 
of D.C.-based professional organizing 
company Solutions by Scott (202-249- 
8330, Solutionsbyscott.com).

And make sure to use the best 
materials for the task. Newspaper 
can leave dirty smudges on dishes 
and glasses, so opt for bubble wrap, 
foam sheets or unprinted newsprint 
for cushioning. 

Those supplies may cost a bit more, 
but usually “that turns out to be cheaper 
than having to replace broken items,” 
says John Bisney of the American 
Moving & Storage Association (Moving 
•org). 

Get Packing 

Start your packing with things that 
you don’t need right at that moment, 
such as off-season clothes and holiday 
decorations. 

Fill each box all the way to the top 
to prevent it from collapsing. If it’s 
getting too heavy, fill the top part of 
the box with pillows, towels or linens 
that provide padding without adding 
much extra weight.

with heavy-duty packing tape — 
anything else and you’re taking 
chances. Cutshall learned the hard 
way when she used duct tape on a 
few boxes. “There were a couple 
of moments where our heart rates 
accelerated as boxes started to 
come open when we picked them 
up,” she says. 

Label the top and at least two 
sides of each box, so no matter how 
it gets stacked you know what’s in 
there. Designate what room the 
box should be placed in when you 
reach your new home and whether 
it’s holding anything fragile. 

Handle the Logistics 

How will you be moving all of those 
boxes from point A to point B? 

Take a good look at your bud- 
get and schedule. If you’re short 
on time but flush with cash, hir- 
ing movers might be your best bet. 
Renting a truck yourself will save 
you money, but don’t assume your 
friends want to lug your belongings 
up three flights of stairs. 

Cutshall and her husband had to 
be out of their apartment a month 
before moving into their new place, 
so they rented a portable moving 
container from PODS (Pods.com). 
They packed it themselves (with help 
from friends), and it was whisked 
away to storage for a month. On the 
day they moved into the new place, 
the pod was delivered for unpack- 
ing and taken away once empty. 
The whole thing ran them about 
$500, which included about $300 


Checklist ^ 

You Can Take 
It With You 

When you pack up all your stuff, 
don’t pack up all your stuff. It’s 
good to keep a few items with you 
in case moving boxes get lost or 
you just don’t feel like unpacking 
on your first night in a new place.

Business Bureau to find reviews of 
local firms. Look for outfits that 
have a ProMover designation from 
the American Moving & Storage 
Association, which signifies that the 
company is reputable, has passed 
a background check and has the 
proper licenses and insurance.

He advises cou- 
ples to wait to move in together until 
they are beyond the courtship. 

But for renters, timing a move can 
be tricky. “Often people make [the 
decision to live together] partly on a 
practical basis,” says Drew Permut, a 
relationship counselor. “They’ve been 
seeing each other a while, and some- 
one’s lease is up.” 

Danielle Simmons, a D.C.-based 


Double Trouble 

It turns out finding an apartment for 
two can be trickier than house-hunting 
solo. Even with two people hitting the 
internet and pounding the pavement, 
couples looking for a home can run into 
challenges. 

“i was hunting Craigslist day in and 
day out and driving Jai kind of crazy," 
Shaina Coogan says. “A lot of places 
didn’t want couples living in their 
rooms." 

Landlords are required by law to 
allow two people per bedroom, but pairs 
looking to sublet under-the-table say 
they’ve run into resistance. Timothy 
Fuderich, who lived in a 400-square-foot 
Logan Circle studio with his fiancee for 
nearly two years, says landlords were 
reluctant to rent small spaces to the 
couple, perhaps fearing that two people 
would cause damage in a small space. 

Coogan had similar experiences with 
landlords she found on Craigslist. 

Getting help from the pros can help 
couples avoid those frustrations, if 
you’re having trouble, contact a real- 
estate agent or use an apartment- 
finding website such as Urban igloo, m.c. 


Urban Igloo leasing agent, estimates 
that half her clients are couples, as are 
a third of Urban Igloo users overall. 

Simmons advises couples to write 
a “backup plan” in case their love fiz- 
zles before the lease ends. She tells cli- 
ents to create a document detailing 
how things would be divvied up if they 
were to split, including which partner 
would move out and how the couple 
would split communal belongings. 

“While it may be an exciting step 
in their relationship, they still both 
need to be very smart because they 
are entering a contractual obligation 
to one another,” Simmons says. 

Couples need to be smart about more 
than just the financial side of things. 
Cohabitating couples should remem- 
ber to devote attention to maintaining 
the relationship. That’s sometimes eas- 
ier said than done when you’re taking 
care of an apartment together. 

“Do things together that are fun and 
pleasurable and not just paying bills, 
doing dishes or doing chores,” Rad- 
kowsky says. “Create the space for the 
two of you to be a romantic couple.” 

Broome and Coogan deemed their 
summer experiment a success and 
decided to rent together again when 
they returned to college. They see 
cohabitating as a relationship milestone, 
not a summer quick-fix. As a bonus, liv- 
ing together means not wasting time 
on commutes to separate abodes. 

“It does make it easier if I don’t 
have to walk to my apartment,” 
Broome says. “That’s 15 or 20 minutes 
more that we get to spend together.”

Sharing Your Stuff Therapist Michael Radkowsky says 
couples should either move into a new space or allow the newer resident 
to go Martha Stewart on the existing digs. “Whatever they do, they should 
find a way to do it so that there’s an equal balance of power between the 
two people," Radkowsky says. “When you move into one person’s place, 
usually that person has their personality more stamped on it, they’ve already 
decided where everything’s going to go, and they’re just allowing room for 
you rather than the two of you creating a home together." m.c.

Andrew McCarthy 

TRAVEL WRITER, ACTOR, BRAT-PACK ALUM 


If you were a teenage girl in the 

’80s, actor Andrew McCarthy was 
probably your dream prom date. 
But the yin to Molly Ringwald’s 
yang in “Pretty in Pink” and the 
star of other Reagan-era fare (“St. 
Elmo’s Fire,” “Mannequin”) isn’t 
resting on his pop-culture lau- 
rels. He’s still acting (2008’s “Lip- 
stick Jungle”), directing (episodes 
of “Gossip Girl”) and — surprise! 
— turning out well-received trav- 
el writing. The last fills his new 
book, “The Longest Way Home: 
One Man’s Quest for the Courage to 
Settle Down” ($26, Free Press). 

How did you get so into travel? 

It changed my life. I’ve had very 
big experiences when I’ve traveled. 
I’ve drunk the travel Kool-Aid. It 
changed my life in a way that it 
hadn’t occurred to me it might. 


How did you get started in 
travel writing? 

It happened by accident. When- 
ever I tried to keep a journal, it 
was embarrassing and silly. So I 
started to write down scenes and 
encounters I had with people. As 
an actor, I knew about dialogue, 
place and a story getting from A 
to Z. I did that for years. Then I 
would get home and throw the sto- 
ries in the dresser. 

How did your scribblings go 
from the dresser to the pages 
of National Geographic Traveler 
and the New York Times? 

I finally thought that I’d like to do 
something with my writing. I met 
an editor at National Geograph- 
ic Traveler, and his response was, 
“You’re an actor, dude.” But I know 
how to tell a story, and after about a 


year of me emailing him, he agreed 
to let me do one. I did a story on a 
place in Ireland I felt connected to. 
It worked. So he gave me another 
and another, and it branched out. 

What do you try to do with your 
travel tales? 

All the travel stories I’ve ever read, 
none seemed to capture anything of 
the essence of why I traveled. They 
seemed to just be about places, and 
that wasn’t why I traveled. The 
essence of why I travel is that trav- 
el changes your life, so that’s sort 
of underneath every story I write 
and what gave me a voice.

Do you find similarities between 
your acting and directing work 
and your travel writing? 

They all cross-pollinate in a way. 
They’re all just about communi- 
cating an experience without it 
being sentimental, trying to cre- 
ate an emotional response. 

What do you get out of traveling? 
How does it affect you? 

Travel dissolved my fear in the 
world. I think it’s because you leave 
behind all the safely constructed 
scenarios of life that insulate you. 
When you get out on the road alone, 
you’re forced to confront your vul- 
nerability in the world. You’re say- 
ing, “World, I’m at your mercy,” 
and you need to ask for help. I 
think America is a great coun- 
try, but it’s an incredibly fearful 
place. If more Americans traveled, I 
think the world would be different.

Stir up an intoxicating 
bash with oLd-fashioned 
bar carts and cooL tools 

You can’t walk — or stumble — more 
than a few blocks in downtown D.C. 
without finding a Prohibition-style 
speakeasy (Columbia Room, The Gib- 
son) specializing in artisanal, old-timey 
cocktails. Add to that a handful of local 
distilleries, such as Blackwater in Mary- 
land and Catoctin Creek in Loudoun 
County, and you have what amounts to 
a highball revolution. It’s a trend that 
wannabe Don Drapers or Thin Men 
can also shake up at home. 

Duane Sylvestre, bartender at Bour- 
bon Steak, thinks many home bars are 
impractical. “They’ll have no place for 
ice and no dedicated work area or place 
where you can spill,” he says. His home 
setup includes a floor drain, refrigera- 
tor and three-compartment sink, but 
you don’t have to go that far. 

An old-school bar cart brings 
Gatsby-esque style — try Shop 
societysocial.com for mid-century style 
ones in wood or metal, or CB2.com, 
where the round, metal Ernest model 
packs contempo style for $149. 

Or, you can also employ furniture 
you already have. 

“Use a side table, a buffet or even 
an old vanity,” says Victoria Vergason, 
owner of barware shop the Hour (1015 
King St., Alexandria; 703-224-4687). 
In her Old Town home, she uses a 19th- 
century butler’s desk. 

Stock your bar with what you’d order 
at happy hour. “Buy liquor you like to 
drink or think is interesting,” says Syl- 
vestre, who suggests starting with gin, 
rum and bourbon. 

“You can stir martinis with a chop- 
stick, shake daiquiris in a sippy cup 
and serve gin and tonics in a Solo 
cup, but you can’t do any of the above 
without ingredients,” says Jim Mee- 
han, owner of Manhattan’s hip Please 
Don’t Tell club.

Director Rian Johnson 
gives some weLL-worn 
tropes new Life in the 
innovative ‘Looper’ 


Film Review 

On paper, the science-fiction/action- 
adventure “Looper” possesses all of 
the elements that make the seasoned 
reviewer recoil, if not in horror, then 
at least sheer boredom: time travel, 
hit men, grisly violence, kids in jeop- 
ardy. Enough already, right? 

But even these tired tropes can 
feel vibrant and new in the hands of 
an accomplished filmmaker. Rian 
Johnson, “hooper’s” writer-direc- 
tor, revisits territory already well 
tilled by such hands as Philip K. 
Dick and comes up with a movie 
that’s far more ambitious than a 
mere genre exercise. As both an 
elaboration of the sci-fi form and 
an engaging, philosophically pro- 
vocative drama, “Looper” turns out 
to be as substantive as it is stylish. 

Joseph Gordon-Levitt plays Joe, 
a laconic young man living in Kan- 
sas City in 2044, where as the film 
opens he recites a French lesson in 
a wheat field while consulting his 
pocket watch. Another man sud- 



denly appears and — blam! — Joe 
blows him away. 

He explains in a voiceover that 
his victim has come from the 2070s, 
when the mob uses time-traveling 
assassins like Joe — called loopers 
— to dispose of bodies that techni- 
cally don’t exist. 

It’s a living, and a pretty good 
one — Joe stashes bricks of silver 
under the floorboards of his apart-

ment — until the mob boss of the 
future, a ruthless racketeer called 
the Rainmaker — decides to “close 
the loop” and sends the older ver- 
sion of the hit man back to be killed. 
That’s precisely what happens to 
Joe, who when he confronts his 
older self — played in the film by 
Bruce Willis — doesn’t quite carry 
out the orders as planned. 

But that’s not for lack of trying.

Among the many, and mostly fasci- 
nating, convolutions of “Looper” is 
how willing young Joe is to off old 
Joe, who has come back to the past 
with his own agenda. An intricate 
chase ensues, the two men grap- 
pling with issues of identity, fate 
and contradictory motivations until 
confronting each other in an excep- 
tionally taut, well-staged scene in 
a rural diner. 

The ethics of saving the future 
by changing the past might be a 
time-worn theoretical question. 
But “Looper” brings it to life with 
startling inventiveness and visual 
pizzazz, whether in a grimly imagi- 
native scene of the effects of a char- 
acter’s torture showing up on his 
future older body, or the dazzlingly 
clever staging of the climax. 

Thanks to the assured hold 
Johnson exerts over this ingenious- 
ly structured game of cat-and-cat, 
we’ll travel anyplace he has in mind.

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2016:OBAMA’SAMERICA(PG,88minutes) 

One thing can be said for “2016": It’s 
anything but crude. The best infomer- 
cials rarely are. And, make no mistake, 
Dinesh D’Souza’s documentary profile 
of President Barack Obama is just that: a 
slick infomercial. D’Souza, who narrates 
the film with the buttery smoothness 
of a therapist, intersperses talking- 
head interviews with footage of himself 
poring over Obama’s memoir, “Dreams 
From My Father," like a psychological 
detective, while visiting Indonesia, Flawaii 
and Kenya. The central thesis of “2016" 
is that Obama’s worldview was largely 
shaped by the anti-colonialist, anti-white 
and anti-Christian politics of Obama’s 
supposedly radical Kenyan father, m.o. 
ARBITRAGE (R, 100 minutes) “Arbitrage" 
is a silky, sophisticated Wall Street 
thriller that features Richard Gere ut- 
terly in his prime, wearing his age and 
accumulated emotional wisdom with 
warmth, charisma and nonstop appeal. 
As the film opens, Gere’s character, a 
hedge-fund billionaire named Robert 
Miller, is returning to New York from a 
meeting with a corporate titan who is on 
the verge of buying one of Miller’s busi- 
nesses: it just happens to be Miller’s 60th 
birthday. As it turns out, though, he has 
much more than he needs, a surfeit that 
will take “Arbitrage" from a high-gloss 
1-percent escapism to an increasingly 
gnarly corporate-slash-crime thriller. A.H. 
THE BOURNE LEGACY (PG 13, 135 min 
utes) Surprise, surprise — “The Bourne 
Legacy" lookssurprisingly good onscreen, 
precisely because it’s so good on paper. 
Written and directed by Tony Gilroy, who 
penned all three Jason Bourne movies, 
“The Bourne Legacy" achieves its first 
order of business with intelligence and 
imaginative dexterity, building on the 
pre-existing story. For the most part, “The 
Bourne Legacy" takes place in an impres- 
sively recognizable world, where science, 
hands-free geopolitics and the modern 
security state intersectto create human 
warriors who behave like the human 
equivalent of drones. It’s that world and 
its ruthless thought-leaders that Aaron 
Cross (Jeremy Renner) must navigate 
— with his memory intact, but driven 
by just as dramatic an inner need. a.h.

THE CAMPAIGN (R, 85 minutes) The 
excesses of partisan sniping, negative 
campaigning and pandering skullduggery 
are the comic equivalent offish in a bar- 
rel, and every last minnow gets picked off 
in “The Campaign," in which Will Ferrell 
and Zach Galifianakis play North Carolina 
candidatesgoing head-to-head inafarci- 
cally conniving congressional election. 
If only because of the actors involved, 
“The Campaign" has its share of laughs. 
The film even possessesa whiff of topi- 
cality, in the form of two super-wealthy, 
sweatshop-owning brothers who try 
to rig the election by infusing a super 
PAG with scads of money. But with the 
exception of thattimely echo, genuinely 
scathing satire is largely missing, a.h. 
THE DARK KNIGHT RISES (PG13,164 
minutes) Christopher Nolan has made a 
completely satisfying movie, onesteeped 
enough in self-contained mythology to 
reward hard-core fans while giving less 
invested viewers a rousing, adroitly ex- 
ecuted piece of popcorn entertainment. 
The film starts off with a nervy piece of 
midairshowmanship in which the movie’s 
villain, aterroristthug named Bane, hijacks 
a CIA plane. Bane makes almost immedi- 
ately for Gotham City, where Bruce Wayne 
(Christian Bale) has been living in wounded 
seclusion for the past eight years, since 
he took the rap for killing a city hero. “The 


Dark Knight Rises" ends on a self-important 
note that would be insufferable if Nolan 
and Bale hadn’t so clearly earned it. a.h. 
DREDD3D(R, 95 minutes) Good news. 
Judge Dredd fans. Pete Travis’ savage 
interpretation of John Wagner’s futuristic 
law enforcer adheres to the character’s 
grim graphic-novel roots and proves far 
superiorto the corny 1995 misfire. Solemn 
Karl Urban dons the trademark helmet 
and motorcycle boots of Dredd, a ruth- 
less judge presiding over the decaying, 
postapocalyptic metropolis of Mega-City 
One.

In an effort to recharge 
the marriage, Kay arranges a visit to a 
famous therapist named Dr. Feld (Steve 
CarelL). Most of the film transpires in 
Feld’s office, as the clinician tries to get 
to the root of the couple’s problems. 
“Flope Springs" is funny mostly thanks 
to Jones, who plays Arnold with a pitch- 
perfect dose of bemusement, discom- 
fort and Long-simmering rage. This is 
a movie fully aware that just showing 
up is often more important than even 
the most cathartic conversation, a.h. 
LAWLESS (R, 110 minutes) An inescap- 
able sense of “so what?" sets in early 
with “Lawless," almost as soon as Shia 
LaBeouf begins his lackluster opening 
narration. In 1931, in Franklin County, 
Va., Jack Bondurant (LaBeouf) and his 
big brothers, Floward (Jason Clarke) and 
Forrest (Tom Flardy), divide their time 
between running the family’s general 
store and a lucrative moonshine opera- 
tion. It’s a tidy living that is threatened 
by the arrival of Special Agent Charlie 
Rakes (Guy Pearce). “Lawless" feels 
less like it’s breaking new ground than 
going through old motions. A movie 
about outlaws — whether indulging or 
interrogating their self-styled legend 
— should never play it this safe. a.h. 
THE MASTER (R, 137 minutes) It’sthe end 
ofWorld War II and sailor Freddie (Joaquin 
Phoenix) hits the road, finally stowing 
away, drunk, on a party boat under the

command of Lancaster Dodd (Philip Sey- 
mour Hoffman). Seeing that Freddie has 
been on a bender, he announces that the 
younger man is “aberrated," a disjointed 
state of being that Lancaster seeks to 
mend by way of his self-styled religion, 
the Cause. They enter an alternately 
symbiotic and dramatically dysfunctional 
relationship, observed from an intimate 
distance by Lancaster’s all-seeing wife, 
Peggy (Amy Adams). Combined with a 
surprising turn from Adams, “The Master" 
presents viewers with one of the most 
potenttriads in recentfilm memory, a.h. 
THE ODD LIFE OF TIMOTHY GREEN (PC, 
115 minutes)The title character of Disney’s 
two-ply weeper, a mysterious 10-year- 
old boy who pops up in the backyard of a 
childless couple, is indeed odd. Covered 
with mud, he’s also marked by a disturb- 
ing deformity: leaves sprouting from his 
lower legs. Odder still is this: The people 
whomTimothy almost immediatelystarts 
calling “Mom" and “Dad" react in pretty 
much thesame way assomeonewho’sjust 
found a stray cat. They start raising him 
as their own. Never mind that Timothy, by 
all evidence, seems to have been wished 
into existence by his unofficial adoptive 
parents. The movie goes down easily 
enough. Still, anyone with an expectation 
of reality, or an aversion to mawkish melo- 
drama, should probably stay home. m.o. 
PARANORMAN (PC, 93 minutes) “Para- 
Norman" is a spooky, creature-infested 
campfire story laced with valuable les- 
sons about teamwork, responsibility, 
courage and the celebration of our inner 


outcast. That last trait is personified 
by Norman, a quiet and unassuming 
middle-schooler who happens to be able 
to converse with the dead. For years, Nor- 
man’s crazy uncle has kept a centuries-old 
curse cast by a disgruntled witch named 
Aggie at bay.

THE POSSESSION (PG-13, 92 minutes) 
“The Possession," a Jewish variant on 
“The Exorcist," recounts the torments 
of a nice suburban American family who’s 
infiltrated by an evil spirit (“dybbuk" 
in Yiddish). Actually, the dybbuk is the 
second malevolent force to attack Clyde 
and Stephanie and their two daughters.

Clyde dotes on 10-year-old Em and 13- 
ish Hannah whenever he has temporary 
custody. So he agrees to stop at a yard 
saleand doesn’targue when Em insistson 
buying a dark wooden box inscribed with 
Hebrew letters. Naturally, Em becomes 
possessed by the dybbukthat was locked 
inside the box. Anyone who believes in 
dybbuksand otherghoulieswillfind “The 
Possession" terrifying, mark jenkins 
PREMIUM RUSH (PC-13, 91 minutes) Jo- 
seph Cordon-Levitt is Wilee, a Columbia 
Law School grad who opted for a life of 
adrenaline as a bicycle messenger. He 
sails across Manhattan on a fixed-gear 
bike with no brakes. At least he wears a 
helmet, which comes in handy on many 
occasions, including thescenethat opens 


the film: Wilee flies through the air amid 
windshield shards after somersaulting 
overa cab. Fromthere,thefilm rewinds, 
taking the audience back to how the 
young man landed in this situation. His 
boss at Security Courier gives him the 
task of picking up a package at Columbia. 
It’s a rush delivery, and he has 90 minutes 
to fly down Broadway and hand it to a 
woman in Chinatown. Stephanie merry 
TROUBLE WITH THE CURVE (PC 13, 
111 minutes) There’s no doubt that Clint 
Eastwood is perfectly suited to play Cus 
Lobel, a scout for the Atlanta Braves 
who is beginning to feel the effects of 
his years, not only when he’s trying to 
coax his body into cooperating with a 
morning bathroom ritual but when he’s 
spotting young talent on the ball field. 
Cus has a strained relationship with his 
daughter, Mickey (Amy Adams), whose 
mother died when she was 6. Cus isn’t 
a warm-and-fuzzy dad, which makes it 
all the tougher for Mickey to join him on 
a scouting expedition to North Carolina 
— purportedly to keep an eye on some 
health concerns, but also to take one 
more stab at bonding with the father who 
keeps pushing her away. “Trouble With the 
Curve" presents viewers with afrustrat- 
ing changeup: What promised to be a mod- 
est, refreshingly unforced little comedy 
turns out to be low energy to a fault, a.h.
